Bert Franklin Introduces Sensational 


Testimony—Overcomes His. Early 
“Reluctance to Testify—Tells of 
Jurors He Approached—Darrow 
Came on Scene of Arrest to Warn 
Him—Family to Have Been Pro-

Los Angeles, Cal., .June 1.—Job 
Harriman, late candidate for mayor 
of Los Angeles and of the McNamara} 
defense, heard himself accused at the} 
trial of Clarence S. Darrow, for al- 
leged jury bribing, of being the man 
who provided Darrow with the alleged 
bribery money. 

Later in the day the heard the same 
witness, Bert H. Franklin, testifying 
for the state, quote Darrow as saying | 
to him: 

“If yow mention my name, I want! 
you also ta mention what you know) 
about Job Harriman.” 

The witness departed from his ap- 
parent willingness to tell all he knew 
to a seeming reluctance to testify 
about close friends whom he subse- 
quently drew into his’ Story of jury 
corruption. 

For the first timie since the’ arrest 
of Frankiin and thé indictment of 
himself and Darrow, the names of 
prospective: jurors, other than Lock- 
wood and Bain, whose bribery fs al- 
leged to have beem sought, were in- 
jected into the case. 

Franklin testified he: told Darrow 
after his arrest for attempting to bribe 
Leekwood, that had Darrow not been 
present when he was arrested he if- 
tended te turn Lockwood over to the 
police for accepting a bribe. 

“That,” asserted the witness, “was 
when [ found that Bae Sapa had 
turned traitor to me. 

He said that when he saw detectives; 
near the scene of the meeting with} 
Lockwood, he knew he had been be-| 
trayed. Darrow’s presence at the| 
pluce of Franklin’s arrest the latter 
explained by saying that he had been 
informed that ke Comte Davis, ome!

If the rebel chiefs can delay 
the expected battle at Bachimba@ they 
may be able to con¢entrate enough 
strength to deal a formidable blow to 
the government. . Failing, however, 
to get meney and arms, the liberal 
chiefs fear disaffection .among the 
men and disorganization. . The money 
situation is by far the most serious, 
and foreign residents have fled, tak- 
ing large sums with them. Only about 
thirty Americans remain here and 
hardly any women or children. 

The rebels have resorted to desper- 
ate means to obtain money, and this, 
more than the fear of an expected at- 
tack from Generals ‘Villa and Rabago, 
has caused the exodus from here. The 


| rebels took $5000 worth of clothing 


trom a dry goods store here. From 
another store $25,000 worth of sup- 
plies were taken. Saloons and gamb- 
ling houses have been closed, as in 
the last two days more than 4000 rebel 
troops have been in Chihuahua re- 
ceiving their pay. 

The people of the- border of west- 
ern Chihuahua and eastern Sonora 
have risen against Orozco. The peo- 
ple of Morris have taken Occampo 


munition. Orozco formerly lived in 
that mountain district. 

Out.of a normal foreign pgpulation 
of at least 2000, this city contains 
exactly 106 foreign residents today. 
Of the 1000 Americans who ordina- 
rily live here, only thirty-five men 
and twelve women remain. An offi- 
cial census shows -that, fear of an at- 
tack on the rebel city by the advanc- 
ing federals bas practically depopu- 
lated the «town. Thirty thousand 
people inhabit Chihuahua in time of 
peace, but today less than 20,000 are 
here and the exodus fs daily growing 
larger. Besides the Americans there 
are twenty-six British subjects and 
thirty-three Germans.

After they had ar- 
rived at the headquarters several | 
shots were fired from within the place | 
upon the mounted gendarmes in the 
The commandant, thinking 
that the soldiers were about to be 
overwhelmed, gave the order to fire 
at will. Several volleys were ex-

wounded. 

The new chamber of deputies will 
contain 101 Clericals, 44 Liberals, 39 
Sccialists, and 2 Democrats, or a 
Clerical majority of 16 over the op- 
position coalition. There are a num- 
ber of new feats this year, of which 
the Socialists captured four, though 
most of them went to Clericals. 

Paul Hymans, the Liberal leader, 
issued an appeal to the Liberals not 
to resort to violence, but to continue 
the fight within constitutional limits. 

The latest reports from the prov- 
inces show that the strike has spread 
over the entire Liege basin and has 
tied up most of the collieries and the 
big metal industry. In the centre of 
Belgium many industrial proprietors 
seem to approve of the strike and 
sympathize with the men.

Cuba’s Army Now Free to Meet 
Rebels—If Not Successful Interven- 
tion Will Follow—Four Battleships 
at. Guantanamo—White Women Out- 
raged and Relatives Killed—Cuban 
Federals Will Take No Prisoners 


Washington, June 7.—President 
Gomez has informed the United States 
through American Minister Beaupre 
that he is forming a volunteer guard 
to protect foreign property, and asks 
that his recent order for Krag-Jor- 
gensen rifles be increased from 5000 
to 10,000 and*that 2,000,000 cartridges 


accompany them. President Gomez 
urges the United States to make every 
effort to facilitate a quick delivery 
of the rifles and ammunition. 

With four American battleships now 
off Guantanamo, the force of marines 
immediately available for the protec- 
tion of foreign life and property in 
Cuba is increased to more than 1500. 

The combined forces of bluejackets 
on all the ships which, however, 
would only 
pressing emergency, easily would 
swell the total force available to more 
than 3500 men. e 

It is estimated that 1000 Ameri- 
can marines would be fully equivalent 
to five times that number of Cuban 
regular soldiers. . 

What is regarded as one of the 
most sinister phases of the situation 
in eastern and southern Cuba, as it 
has developed in the last few days, 
is the increase in the number of at- 
tacks on white women. 
American women have been molested 
thus far, fear holds sway in every 
American family resident in the af- 
fected regions. It is stated that many 
foreigners, both American and oth- 
ers, are fearful of reporting the true 
condition of affairs to the proper 
authorities lest they provoke the 


worst outrages on the part of the ne-| 


groes. 

In one way the distribution of the 
American marines ..as__ plantation 
guards will serve to test the real pur- 
pose of the Cuban government.

Forced 
to leave school at the age of 12, he 
worked at various occupations until 
1854, when he engaged in repairing 
furniture. He worked at this ocupa- 
tion for a number of years and on July 
5, 1872, was appointed by the Govern- 
or to the state constabulary force. 
For a long time afterwards he did con- 
siderable detective work and it was 
in this capacity that he gained a wide- 
spread and most enviable reputation. 

As a detective he had charge of many 
notable cases. One of the most impor- 
tant of these was the Langmaid case, 
in which he discovered and arrested 
the murderer and 
finding the knife with which the mis-

to convict him. He was the leader in 
the capture and conviction of James 
Henry Costley for the murder of Julia 
Hawk, a case which was pronounced 
by Judge Devens to have been one of 
the most interesting murder cases in 
the history of the country. 

It was entirely through his efforts 
that James MacKenney was convicted 
and sentenced for life for the death of 
William McCormick of 3 
State officers and detectives had given 
up the case, the medical examiner had 
given alcoholism as the cause of death 
and the body of the victim had been 
buried a week when Detective Furnald 
began his labors that resulted in clear-| 
ing the mystery.

CRASH AT CLINTON 


Twe Seriously Injured and Six Oth- 
ers Hurt In Railroad Wreck 

Clinton, Mass., June 12.—Tw 
persons were seriously injured, six 
others were hurt and about thirty pas- 
sengers were badly shaken up when 
a passenger train on the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad 
crashed head-on into a freight train 
near the Union station here.

/ what is being done and a city or town 
jis fortunate when even its School 
| Board has any adequate grasp upon 
the problems with which it is dealinz. 

“The modern system is often char- 
acterized as one of Fads and it may be 
; so in certain cases, but these are the 
exception. 

“It is affirmed that we cover too! 
much ground and- everything is 
spread out thin, but we have only to 
examine our pupils to find that they

Unionists have made arrangements 
to run barges from South Boston -and 
from Roxbury to transport those who 
declared a boycott on the Ele- 
vated until the strike is settled. 

According to several of the Elevat- 
ed strike breakers all of the imported 
men are armed at night. In addi- 
tion every car has five or six so-called 
“gun men” riding as passengers to 
protect the crew in case of violence. 

“We are not looking for any 
trouble,” said one of them, “but we 
are not ducking it.” 

The regular mer who have remained 
loyal to the company are. getting 


ol $5 givea to him yesterday, pay day. 
Strike breakers are getting $3.50 and 
$4 a day according to whether they 
sleep in car barns or not. 

Two strike breakers were found; 
guilty of assaulting a starter at the 
Fields Corner barn in the Dorches- 
ter police court. . The trouble arose 
over the number of fares collected. 
Both were placed on probation. 

More strike breakers to take the 
place of the Boston Elevated con- 
ductors and motormen who are out! 
for higher wages and better working 
conditions, continue to come to Bos- 
ton “from New-York. This makes 
more thar 500 strike breakers who 
have arrived here since Sunday, and 
a total of about 1500 since the strike 
began. 

William H. Shandberg, arrested for! 
conspiracy ta place dynamite on the! 
car tracks «2 Commonwealth avenue, 
pleaded not guilty before Judge Bar- 
nard in the Brighton municipal court. 
He was held in $5000 and his case} 
continued for a hearing June 20. 

Cars are running on all lines. On 
most the service is the best yet since} 
the strike began,’ according to pas-| 
sengers. In the Cambridge subway 
only two car trains are running in 
place of the usual three or four car| 
trains, however. 

Quiet prevails throughout the city 
and there are fewer distburbances 
than usual. All night ‘cars were 
operated for the first time since the 
strike began. 

The executive board of the Boston

TAFT CLASHES 
_ WITH CONGRESS 


President’s Ire Roused Over 
Major General Wood 


Washington, June 14.—A clash be- 
tween President Taft and congress, 
the like of which has not been seen 
since 1830, when President Andrew 
Jackson put in force the “pocket 
veto,” is imminent. 

The causes of the pending row are 
two important money measures, the 
army and the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bills. He 
threatens to veto both. 

In the first, President Taft charges, 
Major General Fred C. Ainsworth, 
‘who retired to escape court martial, 
and his friends in congress deliberate- 
ly upset the organization of the army 
by injecting legislation for the sole 
purpose of “getting even” with Sec- 
retary of War Stimson and Major | 
General Leongrd Wood, chief of 
staff. } 

In the second the president finds 
cause for being aggrieved in a clause 
abolishing his _ pet, the mmerce 
court. 

The president takes a stand similar 
to that adopted by Governor Foss in 
Massachusetts, to secure desired 
legislation. He has let it become 
known that if these two bills come to 
him in their present form—that is 
containing the new legislaign—he will 
veto them even if it ties up the 
wheels of government. 

It was in the senate that the alarm- 
ing conditions were made possible. 
It went further than the house in the! 
matter of he commerce court. The! 
lower body had simply cut off the ap- 
propriation for the court,-but the sen- 
ate actually abolished it. 

An effort to reconsider the senate) 
action with reference to the chief of; 
staff limitations was unsuccessful by| 
a vote of 28 to 29. Both these senate} 
actions hit the president hard. 


FEDERAL COURTS DECISION 


Will be Impetus For Housewifes’ Con- 
tinued Frugality 

Buffalo, June 14.—Judge Hazel, in 
the United States district court, has| 
handed down an opinion in which he 
holds that money saved by a house- 
wife from her expense acccunt can- 
not be seized by her husband's cred- | 
itors. 

Some time ago M. C. Simon de- 
clared that he was ipsolyent both as 
an individual and as surviving mem- 
ber of the firm of Meyer & Simon. { 
Mrs. Meyer, widow of the deceased 
member of the firm, had $4000, =avety 
from her allowance of $75 a week for 
househotd expenses. The referee | 
decided that the money should go to| 
the creditors. Judge Hazel reversed | 
the decision.

IN NEW JERSEY 


Foreigners Attack armed Offi-

Perth Amboy, N. J., Jiiné 15.—A

The necrology for Joseph Prario and Albert G. Dolliver, the two members of Mt. 
Wollaston Lodge who died. during the year, was delivered by Frank F. Preseott, a 
prominent member of the order and former editor of the Daily Ledger. Hesaid in part: 

“It is a familiar saying that the early settlers of our glorious country builded well, 
and we revere their memory. In like manner, credit is given by Quincy Odd Fellows 
to the charter members of Mt. Wollaston Lodge and the petitioners for its re-organiza- 
tion nearly thirty years ago, They were instrumental in instituting a lodge in the city 
of presidents which is strong in brotherly love, watchful of its members in sickness, 
| foremost in degree work, and solid in its finances. I am impelled to these introductory 
}remarks because both of the brothers who passed away during the past year were 
pioneers in this lodge.” 

Mr. Prescott then paid fitting tributes to Brothers Prario and Dolliver, saying that 
that they were faithful to the tenets of the order, and closed with these lines: 

“God smile upon this friendly band ! 
And may He bless our grand endeavor! 
To labor on with heart and hand 
In friendship, love, and truth. forever.” 

An address was also delivered by the Rev. Charles P. Marshall, pastor of the 
Washington street Congregational church and a member of the lodge. Mr. Marshall 
pointed out that the church was unjustly criticised for allowing fraternal orders to do 
so many of the works of mercy and said that the church was not to be considered a 
manufactory, but rather a power house from which goes out the force that sets in motion 
through numerous and varied organizations, the influences that make for good. The 
mission of the church, he asserted, was higher and more extensive than the cause of 
social service, and higher than that of any other organization. He made a strong plea 
for a more genuine brotherhood as one of the means of entering into the larger life and 
to the end that the remark “How those Christians love one another’’ should lose the 
sarcasm with which it is often uttered in these days and mean what it meant when 
first used. 

Mr. Marshall's address was listened to with close attention and was evidently 
enjoyed. 

The audience sang the Memorial hymn, ‘Nearer, my God, to Thee,”’ after which 
the Temple quartet sang ‘‘When the mists have rolled away,’’ and the Rev. Mr. Mar- 
shall pronounced a benediction.

A PARCELS POST FOR THE UNI. 
TED STATES, 


-_—_—_—— = 


By Chester King Allen. 


There,is a widespread agitation for 
a parcels post. Without question it 
is one of America’s pressing needs. 
There are today, as you know, two 
ways of sending packages; by ex- 
press, and by mail. If one uses the 
express he must submit either to high 
For in- 
stance, the cost of sending a bundle 
weighing 100 pounds from New York 
to Yonkers (about 18 miles) is 50 
cents. This 50 cents is divided with 
the railroad which carries the bun- 
dle that the express company gets 
about 26 cents, and the railroad 24 
cents. The express company mere- 
ly collects the bundle at New York 
and delivers it at Yonkers; the rail-+ 
roafl transports it. Now when the, 
Same bundle is sent from New York 
to San Francisco, the charge is $14.50. 
Of this the railroad gets about $6.92 
for carrying the bundle. The express 
company merely collects and deliv- 
ers as before, assuming a slightly 
increased risk on account of the 
greater distance, yet is gets about 
$7.58. Why the increase from 36 
cents to $7.58? Should not the ex- 
press service benefit the people rath- 
er than itself? 

The mail service on the other hand 
is out of the question for most goods. 
The rate is 16 cents per pound and} 
packages must not weigh over 4 
pounds. Moreover the mails will not 
carry perishable goods. 

It is evident that the present sys- 
tem is unsatisfactory. The question 
is then, what would be satisfactory? 
The answer is, a parcels post. 

A parcels post means the combin- 
ing of the express business with the 
mail business, placing both under| 
government control. The advantage | 
to be gained is that the business is| 
then so conducted as to give the | 
greatest possible benefit to the people | 
who use it.

2 pair of shoes some 40 miles into the 
sountry. He wraps them up and car- 
ries the package to the express office. 
At the office the clerk asks the valye 
and makes out a bill of lading, after 
weighing it, and looking up the 
charge in a volume of tariffs which 
contains rates from every agency in 
the United States to every other. The 
charge is from 25 to 50 cents. The 
whole operation takes at least five 
minutes and besides this the clerk 
has to keep records of every package 
sent or received, which means still 
more time and expense. On the other 
hand if the man had mailed the shoes 
it would have cost at least 48 
cents. Now let us say that in Eng- 
land a man wishes to send the same 
kind of a parcel the same distance. 
He takes it properly wrapped to the 
Post Office. The clerk weighs it and 
imposes the charge of 10 cents. All 
he has to do is to place the neces- 
sary postage stamps upon it. It does 
not seem possible to us that prices 
could be so few. The reason is this, 
the greater the number of packages 
sent, the elss the cost for each ind- 
vidual package. Another reason is 
that equipment is provided and meth- 
ods are used which are most suited 


to the business. In short the whole} 


usually includes such articles as! 
canned goods, crates of eggs, pictures | 
dry goods, metal ware, vegetables, | 
fruit, meat, and pastry.

“YALE IS TO HAVE A 


NEW $700,000 FIELD. 


Plans Are Announced For Coliseum to 
Seat 60,000 Persons. 


The Yale Alumni Weekly in a spe- 
cial “coliseum number” gives the first 
definite plans of Yale’s new $700,000 
athletic field and the plan recommend: 
ed for financing the project. 

The graduate committee favors a 
eoliseum or bowl-like structure, but 
not entirely of concrete, as built else- 
where. This is in the form of an em- 
bankment of earth, faced upon con- 
crete, upon which will be placed wood- 
en seats. It is planned to seat be- 
tween 506,000 and 60,000 persons, with 
the opportunity to seat more if neces- 
sity requires. The total cost, $760,000, 
is apportioned as follows: 

Land, $150,000; coliseum, $300,000; 
clubhouse, $100,000; new baseball stand 
on the present Yale field, $50,000, and 
the rest to be employed in improving 
the grounds from time to time. 

The committee is unanimous as to 
the plan of financing. Certificates will 
be issued to carry no other privilege 
or dividend except the right for fifteen. 
years to obtain tickets for the impor- 
tant games of each year at the regular, 
price. A subscription for $1,000 or 
more carries with it the right to buy 
ten tickets to be located together. Two 
tickets can be procured for $100, the 
lowest certificate that will be issued.

FRIENDS NOT FORGOTTEN 


Editor of the Ledger: 


write for you a word concerning the 
life in the Middle West. We have had 
something more than a year of it and 
| like it. We like the place, the people, 
| the church and the work. A more at- 
tractive place for a home cannot be 
found near Chicago. In fact a New 
Englander who has just made his 
residence here declares 
beautiful place he ever saw, 
has the best health record of the state 
and one of the best in the west. There 


| has been little sickness here this win- 


|er even though the weather has been 
intensely cold. There as so many 
New Englanders here that it would be 
difticuit to be lonely and there is so 
much doing all the while that there is 
no time for anything of the kind. 
The spring has been late but now 
the crops are coming forward 
rapidly. I confess that the fertility of 
the soil constantly amazes me. Gar- 
dens which have been planted for a 
decade produce abundently with no 
eortchment There are no stones to 
trouble. It is not surprising that the 
early settlers considered this the very 
garden of the gods. To one bred in 
the hill country it 
strange that these dwellers on the 


tensity equal to that of the New Eng- 
lander for the highlands. As we live 
in a district of rolling 
really within the confines of Chica- 
go we have not missed the hills. 
Naturally friends will wish to know 
how the work has progressed hére in 
our church. It has been a good year 
for us in every way. Attendance at 


all our services has steadily increased | 
and there seems to be a good degree of | 


interest throughout the ch.ch. Dur- 
jing the first year sixty-lwv u.w mem- 
bers were added to the churca, forty 
on contesion of faith and abo.t fifty 
adults. The proportion of men is very 
large in the new membership and in 
all the services. We have settled an 
assistant pastor and organized a new 
Congregational church which he w:il 
serve. This church gives promise ot 
rapid growth and large infiuence. 
When we came here the church was 


burdened by heavy indebtedress. Tlie | 


interest in the work has grown till the 


church wished to cancel the debt. At | 


a public meeting a week ago the debt 
of fifteen thousand dollars 
pledged and the momentum was suffi- 
cient to carry the pledges nearly two 


thousand dollars more. In- all the | 
pledges will amount to about seven- | 


teen thousand. Our regular budget 
for this year is twelve thousand aside 
from many extras, consequently the 
receipts for 1912 will much exceed 
twenty thousand dollars. 

In missionary benevolences the 
church is in the first half dozen of 
the Congregational churches of Chica- 
go. The benevolence of the western 
churches surprises me. A generation 
of princely givers is being produced 
and the way in which charitable in- 
stitutions are sustained is really amaz- 
ing 

We are beginning to feel the call 
to the highlands of the old Granite 
State and I presume that the family 
will ere long journey hither. Our son 
Phillips has just completed his-first 
jyear at Northwestern University with 
extra credits to his advantage be- 
sides a very satisfactory standing in 
all his work. It is a bit difficult for a 
New Englander to realize that here in 
the Middle West are universities like 
Northwestern, Illinois, 
Michigan and Chicago with an enroll- 
ment about that of Harvard, with su- 
The 


standards of scholarship. Uni- 


versity of Illinois will receive from | 


the State from this time on about two 
and a quarter millions a year. Other 
state universities are also most liber- 
| ally sustained and the time is not far 


| sity will be unable to compete with 
| like institutions of the State. 

Lest I weary your readers I must 
bring this letter to a conclusion. 
Again I wish to say that we can never 
forget the many many go&d friends of 
Quincy.

To Save Life From Self Imposed 
Starvation In Holloway Jail 
London, June 25.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the militant suffragette 
leader, who was sentenced on May 22 
at the Old Bailey session to nine 
months’ imprisonment on the charge 
of conspiracy and inciting to malicious 
damage to property, has been released 
from Holloway jail, owing to her 
health breaking down on account of 
the hunger strike which she and her 
imprisoned followers recently began. 
The other prisoners, including Mrs. 
Pethick Lawrence, one of the editors 
of Votes For Women, who was sen- 
tenced at the same time as Mrs. 
Pankhurst, have been forcibly fed. 
Mrs. Pethick Lawrence was also re- 
leased. Mrs. Pankhurst was released 
because she was found to be at the 
point of death. All attempts to forci- 
bly feed her had failed. Reginald 
McKenna, home secretary, admits 
that Mrs. Pankhurst’s heart was too 
weak to permit of forced feeding.

Chihuahua, Mex., June 25.—Gen- 
eral Pascual Orozco, the rebel chief, 
| has decided to ask General Huerta, 
| the federal commander, advancing 
northward with 6000 to agree to the 


policing of this city by a rebel garri- 
son whose neutrality should be re- 
spected. General Orozco said he did 
not wish to place the city with its 
foreign residents in peril of a mob. 
Officials at rebel headquarters are re- 
ticent, but the intention to negotiate 
for the possible abandonment of Chi- 
huahua is taken to mean, in connec- 
tion with other evidences of disor- 
ganization here, that the revolution 
soon will pass from an organized re- 
volt into guerilla warfare. 

Efforts to convert into cash gold 
bullion confiscated within the last few 
days indicate the desperate straits of 
the rebel army. Discontent in the 
ranks and among the officers’ head- 
quarters is apparent. When Gen- 
eral Orozco vacates the city it is 
feared that certain leaders will satis- 
fy grudgesand that the disgruntled 
element will seek recourse to mob vio- 
lence.

POSSIBLE HEAD OF TICKET 


Twenty-First National Democratic 


Convention Opens—Contest Between 
Conservatives and Progressives— 
Conservative Slump Due to Repub- 
lican Bolt—Tammany Boss Sceks to 
Control National Politics 


Baltimore, June 25.—At noon to- 
day Norman E. Mack, chairman of 
the Democratic national committee, 
called the conyention to order and 
presented the name of Judge Alton B.

All hope of averting a fight from 
the fall of the gaven today in the 
Demoeratie national convention van- 
ished when the national committee 
approved the selection of former Judge} 
Parker as temporary chairman Bef 
vote of 131 to 22, in defiance of the, 
threat of William J. Bryan to make} 
an issue of the alleged , conservatism | 
of Jpdge Parker as opposed: to the} 
progressivism which the distinguished | 
Nebraskan declares should prevail. 

Mr. Bryan announced that if no 
other good progressive could be pre- 
vailed upon to make the race, he 
would enter the field himself as the 
opponnent of Judge Parker. : 

Colone! Bryan is the dominant fig- 
ure on the eye of the great conven-! 
tion. : 

That he will have sufficient strength 
to direct the convention in its chcice 
of its presiding officer, as well as in' 
the choice for president, is generally 
conceded. 

This was the real significant devel- | 
opment of the day so far as the ac-| 
tion of the convention is concerned. 
Bryan stuck out all over the city. In} 
the hotels his name was constantly |

Early Tariff Acts Designed to 
Bui'd Up Home Manufactures 


WORKERS FOR PROTECTION 


Many Democrats Believe In Protec- 
tion—Wilson Bill Helped British In- 
dustries While In Force 


The attitude of the Democrats makes 
it clear that one of the chief issues 
of the coming campaign will be the 
tariff. The Democrats in congress 
have refused to continue the appro- 
priation for the support of the tariff 


board and have all along seemed to 
indicate that a scientific revision of 
the tariff did not interest them. 

The question of the tariff in the 
United States has been .a disputed 
point from the very foundation of the 
union. The. question of raising a 
sufficient national revenue for govern- 
ment needs was one of the most im- 
portant points discussed by the con- 
gress of 1789. The first tariff, passed | 
in that year, was nominally protect- 
ive. It was largely the work of Madi- 
on. The early years of the republic 
made it apparent to the leading spirits 
of those days that it was necessary 
for the United States, which up to 
that time had been largely dependent 
upon foreign manufacturers, to build 
up manufactures of her own, in order 
that she might be independent of oth- 
er nations in time of war and, in fact, 
in times of peace. 

The Early Tariff Acts 

The tariff of 1816 increased the 
duties on manufactured goods and, in 
the case of cotton was 25 percent. 
The movement toward a higher pro- 
tective tariff continued steadily with 
now and then a reactionary measure. 
In 1842 a tariff act was passed which 
averaged about 33 percent. In 1846 
the Democrats passed the Walker 
tariff act which cut the rate to about 
25 percent, which was in 1857 re-! 
duced to something like 20 percent. 
The Morrill tariff, enacted in 1861, 
had a protective character. During 
the Civil war the tariff was increased 
very heavily and it was not lowered | 
until 1870 and 1872. In recent years 
the tariff has become a political is- 
sue, the Republicans standing for a 
protective tariff and the Democrats 
oscillating from a revenue tariff and 
tariff reform to free trade. Some 


Democrats have favored a revenue 


n 


tariff with incidental protection. 
Tariff Revision Hazardous to Parties 
Political parties have in recent 
years hesitated to make a revision of 
the tariff. The political party enter- 
ing upon such a revision has usually 
been overthrown at the next election. 
In 1883 the Republicans passed an 
act revising the tariff, and almost im- 
mediately the Democrats gained con- 
trol of the house and in 1884 elected 
their candidate for president. In 1888 
the Democratic house passed _ the 
Mills bill and the Democrats wtre de- 
feated in the fall of that year. In 
1890 the Republicans passed the Mc- 
Kinley tariff ‘and at the congressional 
election that fall that party met a 
Waterloo throughout the country, and 
in 1892 the Democrats elected both 
the executive and the two houses of 
congress. The Wilson bill was passed 
by the Democrats in 1894 and the 
Republicans were successful in the 
congressional elections that year and 
in the presidential election of 1896. 
The Republicans passed the Dingley 
bill in 1897 and in this case party de- 
feat did not follow. In 1909 the Re- 
publicans passed the Paine tariff act, 
in which there were 656 decreases of 
duties, 220 increases and 1150 items 
of the dutiable list were unchanged.

Low Tariff Helped English Pactories 

“The year 1895 witnessed a revival 
in the worsted industry of such mag- 
nitude as to be a matter not only for 
local but national congratulation. Af- 
ter long years of depression, the great 
manufacturing district, of which 
Bradford is the centre, was visited | 
last year by the full sunshine of pros- 
perity. Roughly speaking the Wilson 
tariff, which came, into effective 
operation in the last month of 1894, in| 
place of the strangling, system of! 
duties associated with the name of| 
McKinley, reduced the custom house 
charges upon the principal products of 
the Bradford district imported into 
the United States from 100 percent of 
their value to 50 percent. Thus it 
came about that the value of worsted 
coatings imported frem the Bradford 
district into the United States in the 
first five months of 1895 was more than 
double that of the like imports during 
the whole year, December, 1893, to 
November, 1894, and the value in dol- 
lars for the whole of 1895, as compared 
with the whole of 1894 (years ending 
Sept. 30) was $7,575,052 against $1,- 
275,626, being an increase of. fully 
600 percent.” 

This reprint shows plainly that the 
money formerly paid to American 
operatives for their labor in the} 
worsted and woolen mills in this coun- 
try went to operatives in England 
during the life of the Wilson bill by 
reason of the provisions of that Demo- 
cratic tariffact-.

The great 
composer’s sick headache and insom- 
oia, bis shattered nerves and fits of 
violent temper, were attributed to eye 
strain. The diagnosis has since been 
accepted by his biographer, Ellis, him- 
self a physician. Similar if less con- 


| clusive cases have been made out to 


explain the lifelong suffering of George 
Eliot, Browning, the Carlyles, Darwin, 
Huxley, Herbert Spencer, Balzac, 
Taine. Nietzsche, Tschaikowsky and 
others. 

The straining of the nervous system 
due to defective vision is to be found 
among all who use thelr eyes in work 
near at hand. ‘The eye of genius” is 
as common among typesetters and 
proofreaders, reporters and typewrit- 
ers, bookkeepers, lathe workers and 
Seamstresses as among the master 
spirits of music ang letters. It Is, in 
fact, more common, for whereas the 
fortunate few are able to choose their 
time and place of labor, to find rest 
and recuperation whem they need it, 
the many are held fast to long hours 
and endless days, with the result that 
they become hopeless, nervous wrecks 
and go blind or mad. — Metropolitan 
Magazine.

Baltimore, June 27.—The Wilson 
forces won a victory in the national 
Democratic convention at the night 
session when the minority report from 
the committee on rules, abrogating 
the unit rule, was substituted for the 


majority proposing to recognize the 


| right of state conventions to apply it. 


This had the effect of giving Wil- 
son 18 votes from Ohio and may cause 
a break in other delegations. 

It was hailed as a great Wilson vic- 
tory in a session that had been marked 
by a prolonged Wilson demonstration. 

Wilson also made inroads into 
Clark’s own state, and seven Missouri 
delegates voted yes. A chorus of 
hisses and “boos” greeted Senator 
Stone’s announcement of 29 votes for 
the majority report. 

Bryan's home state, Nebraska, 
went solid for the Wilson report, and 
& round of cheers swept the hall when 
the vote was cast. 

Jeers and hisses greeted Charles F. 
Murphy’s announcement that “New 
York votes $0 no.” 

The capes report was substituted 
5665 1-2 yes to 495 2-5 no. Not voting 
or speest 33. 

It was the culmination of a day of 
Bryan victories. : 

Ii_ was generally reported about the 
convention hall last night that a num- 
| ber of western Clark delegations that 
| cast their votes for Judge Parker for 
| temporary chairman were beginning to 
“hear from home” on acdount of al- 
leged desertion of the progressive 
cause. It also was common gossip 
| that there was a good deal of feeling 
between the Bryan and Clark forces. 

In the committee on credentials the 
Clark forces clearly controlled. The 
sitting delegates from South Dakota 
pledged to Wilson were unseated in 
favor of the Clark contestants, while 
six umninstructed delegates from the 
District of Columbia were unseated in 
favor of six instructed for Clark. 


Baltimore, June 27.—Refusing to 
subside even after their first day’s 
defeat, the progressives in the Demo- 
cratic national convention engaged in 
a desperete effort to reverse their set- 
back, and succeeded in regaining 
enough of -heir fost ground to send 
their hopes soaring.

| Washington, June 28.—As the re-

; of a deadlock between house and sen-|

year next Monday without a cent to 
pay their employes. Inasmuch as

that no employe can work for the 
| government gratuitously, members of 
the cabinet have before them the pos- 
sibility that they must close up shop 
| Monday unless temporary provisions 
is made immediately by congress for 
carrying on the government's work. 

It is believed that Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitcheock will decide to brave 
| the law and order all employes to con-| 
tinue work, even if the senate does 
not act, or the house refuses to agree 
to make temporary provision for con- 


tive departments.

Darrow Paid Detective For Evidence 
In McNamara Case 

Los Angeles, Cal., June 29.—For 
the first time a witness in the Darrow 
trial charged Clarence S. Darrow with 
having personally offered him a bribe 
to turn over to him certain evidence 
against the McNamara brothers. Guy 
Biddinger, a Chicago detective, one 
of the men who arrested James B. 
McNamara and Ortie McManigal, 
testified that at a meeting in Chicago | 
Darrow offered him $5000 if he would 
“forget” the conversation on the train 
with James B. McNamara, when Mc- 
Namara had _ practically admitted 
guilt as to The Fimes disaster and 
had offered Biddinger $30,000 to let 
him go. 

The offer by Darrow, according to 
Biddinger, was repeated in Log An- 
weles and, feigning acceptance, Bid- 
dinger said he was given by Darrow 
$500. The money was introduced in 
evidence by the district attorney. A 
week later, In San Francisco, Dar- 
row gave him $200, said Biddinger.
